To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Benton  quali- 
fied to  vote  in  town  affairs: 


You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Benton  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next, 
the  tenth,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects — 


Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Select- 
man for  three  years,  one  or  more  Highway  Agents 
not  to  exceed  three,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Auditor,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years, 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for 
the  ensuing  year. 


Article  2.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Officers  and 
Agents  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 


Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers 
salaries,  and  expenses,  and  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance and  construction  of  highways  and  bridges,  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  for  all  other 
Town  charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Article  4.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  securing  State  Aid  for  highways,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  keeping  Town  Highways  open  for  motor 
vehicle  traffic  for  the  winter  season,  including  snow 
removal  and  sanding  and  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priation of  the  same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dis- 
pense with  delivery  of  inventory  blanks  until  April  1st. 

Article  8.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  present  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1934-35  was  40,  the 
average  membership  35.27,  the  percent  of  attendance 
91.6  and  the  number  of  cases  .of  tardiness  9.  The 
record  of  attendance  and  tardiness  was  much  better 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  There  were  two  non- 
resident or  tuition  pupils.  The  District  paid  tuition 
for  three  elementary  pupils  and  five  high  school  pu- 
pils who  attended  school  in  other  towns. 

This  year  your  enrollment  is  31.  There  are  three 
non-resident  pupils.  The  District  is  paying  tuition  for 
two  pupils  attending  Woodsville  High  School  and  two 
pupils  attending  the  Glencliff  school. 

Miss  Holmes  resigned  in  the  summer  to  take  a 
position  in  the  fifth  grade  at  Gorham.  Miss  Gerald- 
ine  Reidy  of  Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  School  in  1931,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Miss  Holmes  resignation.  Miss  Reidy  is 
doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work  for  a  beginning 
teacher. 

This  year  I  have  bought  a  new  blackboard  which 
was  much  needed.  I  have  purchased  a  new  history 
for  the  fifth  grade  and  a  new  geography  for  the  sixth 
grade.  New  arithmetic  texts  should  be  bought  for 
grades  seven  and  eight  next  year.  Much  needed  re- 
pairs have  been  made  on  the  fence  surrounding  the 
school  yard.
